GREATEST BRIDGE GAMBLER 


HAS RENOUNCED THE GAME 


Special Cable. 

London, November 23. 
the duchess of Devonshire, 
that she has had enough of bridge, and 
will play it no more. She is 72 years 
of age, anu it is high time she did 
stop it. She has been the most invet- 
erate woman gambler in the kingdom, 
and the unluckiest. Her losses at the 
card table have been enormous. The 
“ukedom is one of the richest in the 
kingdom. But more than once, if rumor 
is to be credited, the duke has been 
seriously embarrassed by the heavy 
drain upon his resources which his 
wife's mania entailed. Indeed, only a 
few years ago, it was stated that he 
contemplated selling Devonshire house, 
his sumptuous palace in Piccadilly. 

it was the duchess of Devonshire 
who introduced bridge into the royal 
set, and taught his majesty how to 
play it. At her house parties since 
the game became popular she has al- 

ways had a sumptuously furnished 
apartment- set apart for bridge play- 
ing. Fortunes have been won and lost 
there. And, as is inevitable when high 
<takes are involved, scandals have oc- 
curred. 

Soon after the king’s accession and 
coronation the stories that leaked out 
became something. more than whispers. 
The duchess was giving a royal house 
party at Chatsworth. Before the king 
avid queen arrived, something happen- 
ed. It was discovered that a regular 
system of signaling to partners was 
practiced by certain noble ladies in the 
party. In plain language, they had 
been detected in cheating. The news 
reached the king’s ears. The queen 
became suddenly indisposed, and the 
King ‘remained with ler at Windsor. 
Chatsworth became the stormcenter of 
what’ threatened to become a national 
scandal, involving some of the high- 
est names in the land. Then their 
majesties acted with characteristic 
tact.

I happened on that oc- 
casion to be sitting in the stalls behind 
Lady Lurgan. When the famous bridge 
scene came on she remarked that her 
companion in:+an audible voice, ‘But 
she isn't a bit. like the duchess of 
Devonshire.” 

The “she” referred to was her grace 
of the play. And she didn’t look like 
the duchess of Devonshire. In the in- 
terval that had elapsed since the first 
performance the management had de- 
cided to change her make-up. ‘That 
decision, it is said, was hastily arrived 
at after a strong hint had been re- 
ceived from the king. 

“Cavendo tutus" is the ducal motto. 
The translation of thav.is, “Safe by be- 
ing cautious.” Heretofore the duchess 
has signally disregarded it so far as 
cards are concerned. Perhaps she now 
intends to try to live up to it. But 
that she will be able to adhere to her 
resolution to give up playing bridge, I 
very much doubt. It has become as 
much of a mania with her as was the 
money-making bus{ness: with your late 
venerable exponent of that art—Russe}] 
sage.

When a man named Soleilland was 


arrested Jast spring, charged with kill-; 


ing a little girl in circumstances of un- 
speakable horror, a Paris newspaper 
printed a reproduction of two hands 
which it declared to be those of the as- 
sassin. Months: passed by, Soleilland 
was duly tried, found guilty and sen- 
tenced to the guillotine and the op- 
ponents of capital punishment began to 
bestir themselves. 
What Lembreoso Said. 

One of the latter, in favor of 
cause, bethought himself of Professor 
Lombroso, and in the innocence of his 
heart sent the photograph of Soleil- 
land’s hands to the illustrious criminal- 
ist. who presently wrote to the Temps, 
the leading French evening paper,, the 
following letter: 

“To the Director of The Temps: 

“Having received the photograph of 
Soleilland's hands I have acquired the 
conviction that in spite of all the 
learned observations already made, 
ecience has not yet pronounced its last 
word on him. The right hand presents 
altogether the aspect of what in nervo- 
pathology is termed ‘ape’s hand,’ that 
is to say it possesses the atrophy of 
the hypotenary; in other words, its cu- 
pital margin, instead of being slightly 
convex, is absolutely rectilinear, and in 
the direct prolongation of the forearm. 

“Besides, the transversal lines of his 
palm, instead of being oblique and two 
in number, are reduced to ae single 
horizontal line, such as M. Carrusa and 
myself have observed among the lower 
apes and most epileptics, idiots and 
born criminals. There are other pecu- 
liarities: The little finger is wide apart 
from the others, as in the casoc of apes, 
and the length of the middle finger is 
the same as that of th® ring finger, The 
left hand. larger than the other, is on 
the contrary perfectly normal and of- 
fers no pecullarity. 

“In the only member of Soleilland’s 
body, therefore, that 1 have had an op- 
portunity of examining, asymmetry is 
united with atavism, and, taken in con- 
junction with the chromatic asymme- 
try previously noted in the fris, war- 
rants the assumption of other assyme- 
tries in, the thorax and head, etc. 

“To grasp the importance of .these 
anomalies, it is well to bear in mind 
that I have found in the born criminal] 
an epileptic of which he (Soleilland) is 
a variety, not only an atavic, but also 
ga pathological, foundation, finding ex- 
Pression especially in excessive asym- 
metry. It is as though several indi-

humanity. All this should make us re- 
flect before pronouncing a final judge- 
ment on Soleilland.

The “master’s” words were read with 
awe in the City of-Light, and duly tele- 
graphed to all parts of the world. Need- 
less to say, the pro-Soleillandists were 
delighted for they read therein’ the 
strongest argument against the execu” 
tion of the death sentence. 

Lombroso Exposed. 


A day or two later a morning dally, 
the Eclair. appeared with a mighty 
headline: “La Gaffe de Lombroso” 
(Lombroso’s Blunder); and as subhead- 
ing: “He mistakes the hands of 
honest and thoroughly. norma! 
men for those of Soletiland.”’ 

The world gasped and read on. In 
truth a more comical catastrophe it 
would have been difficult to conceive. 
Professor Lombroso had found the ter- 
rible destiny of Soleilland writ large On 
a hand that was not Soleilland's at all, 
He had detected “a chromatic asymme- 
try already noted in the iris” and with 
a formidable array of atavism, assym- 
metry, pathology and the like had 
proved up to the hilt that Soleilland 
was a “born criminal”’—could not help 
himself, in fact—and all this upon false 
data. In only one particular had he 
not erred. He had “spotted” the left 
hand as being normal and thus re- 
sisted the temptation of proving Soletl- 
land doubly helpless. 

The irony of the situation was ap- 
parent directly it became known that 
M. Bertillon, the chief of the anthropo- 
metrical bureau and famous the world 
over the author of the Bertillon 
system of identifying criminals, was 
the unconscious and innocent cause of 
Lombroso’s blunder.

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How the Right Hand of the Paris Hostler Became “Abnormal” 
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19 YEARS OF LITIGATION 
BECAUSE WATCH STOPPED.

London, November 23.—At the Crown 
office of the law courts, a few days 
ago, a little white-haired old man, still 
spry on his pins _ despite his elghty- 
seven years, walked into one of the de- 
partments and deposited a bulky docu- 
ment which proved to be an affidavit. 
“Tt relates to an action which I am tak. 
ing against the crown and parliament 
for £20,000 damages,’ -he_ told the 
clerk, ‘‘and I want to sue in forma 
pauperia.”’ 

Thereby hangs one of 
ing stories of a struggle for justice 
against legal barricades, circumlocu- 
tion, red tape and official apathy that 
has ever emerged from the law courts, 

John William Burt is the name of the 
octogenarian litigant. His suit for $100,- 
000 owes its origin to the purchase of 
a watch one November day nineteen 
years ago. Burt was then a farmer in 
far distant Tasmania. He paid $25 for 
the watch which he bought of a watch- 
maker in Fingal, getting with it a guar- 
antee of two years. The watch stopped 
after running seventeen hours. With 
the stopping of that cheap gold watch 
Burt’s troubles started and they have 
kept going ever since. 

Burt. sent the watch back to the 
watchmaker to “be set straight. The 
watch that was returned to him was 
not the watch he had paid $25 for, he 
says, but one of inferior quality, burt 
thereupon brought an action against 
the watchmaker. The magistrate before 
whom the case came advised Burt to 
accept a judgment of non-suit and fn 
the presence of a witness return the 
watch to the watchmaker and then sue 
again to recover his own timeplece. 

Burt acted on this advice. The watch- 
maker acknowledged the receipt of the 
watch by wiping up the floor with 
Burt. He had to lay up for repairs for 
geveral weeks after that. As Soon 4s 
ha was able to leave his bed he sued 
the watchmaker for assault and battery. 
When the case came up for trial it turn- 
ed out that instead of a judgment of 
non-suit in the first proceedings a ver- 
dict against Burt had been entered, in 
effect that was a legal decision that 
the watchmaker was the aggrieved party 
and that Burt had falsely accused him 
of swindling. In view of this the court 
dismissed the action against the watch- 
maker and saddled the whole costs on 
poor Burt. Since then his life has been 
one continuous struggle to obtain a re- 
hearfng of his first suit. 

That a wrong verdict had been en- 
tered was admitted, but as the law was 
interpreted by the legal authorities of

A fund was raised to enable ‘him to come 
to England and renew the fight here.

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Ethics of the Legal Profession. 

(From The Chicago Record-Herald.) 
| A contemporary publishes an extract from 
| the American Bar Association's report on 
| Professional ethics. This fine, lofty and elo- 
quent document was accepted at the recent 
annual meeting of that association, and it 
recommends the submission of a draft of a 
code of such ethics to the next meeting. 
There is much wrathful indignation in it 
against shysters, ambulance chasing, em- 
| ployment of ‘‘runners,’’ ete. We are told 
| that the practitioners who lack fixed ideals 

“not only lower the morale of the profes- 
| sion,” but ‘‘debate the lawyer’s high calling 
in the eyes of the public.’’ 

Nay, more and worse: these cheap and un- 
worthy practitioners ‘‘hamper the admini{stra- 
tion and even at .times subvert the ends of 
justice.’’ They are “‘enemies of the repub- 
lic,”” and it is sheer mockery to speak of 
them as migisters of the courts. 

This is hot stuff, and it ts richly deserved 
by the ambulance chasers and the mean shys- 
ters. By all means, Jet them be placed be- 
yond the pale by a code of professional 
ethics, 

But it will strike the average lay 
as strange that the bar association 
have emptied all the vials of its wrath on 
poor, inferior lawyers who ‘‘work up’’. per- 
Sonal injury cases and encourage dishonest 
litigation among the poor. Should not some 
of this indignation have been directed against

“The first simple truth that must bs’ in- 
sisted on,”’ he said, ‘is the commonplace 
but often ignored and even denied, fact that 
there is nothing immortal! or persistent about 
the body except the materia) atoms of which 
it is composed. 

“Any notion that 
@t come future date be recollected 
with the dissociated and immateriai

man as he appeared here on earth, and who 
is thereafter to last forever, is a pagan su- 
Perstition, though most unfortunately he- 
lievel—or at least taught—by one great branch 
of the Christian church. 

“I want to make the distinct assertion that 
no really existing thing perishes, but onls 
changes its form. 

“Physical science teaches uz this clearly 
enough concerning matter and energy, the two 
great entities with which it has to do. Can 
life be a nonentity that has built up particles 
of carbon and hydrogen and oxygen into the 
form of an oak an eagle or a man? 

“Not no; por is it so with mind and con- 
eciousness and will, with 
love and adoration, nor all the manifold ac- 
tivitles which at present strangely inter- 
act with matter and appeal to our bodily 
senses and terrestrial knowledge. 

“They are not ‘nothing’; nor 
ever vanish into nothingness or 
They did. not arise with us; they never did 
*pring into being. They are as eternal as 
the Godhead itself, and in the eternal Being 
they shall endure for ever."’ 

What was the soul’. It was ‘‘a controlling 
and guilding principle which i msibie 
for our consciousness and will, well as 
for our own personal expression, for the 
construction of the body under restrice 
tions of physical condition and ‘ancestry.’

But this 
ideal state of affairs wag upset by the 
appearance of an intruder called sn, 
which Paul says must have been due to 
a primitive ancestor. 

‘Evolution in Theology. 

“No sensible man at the present day,’ 
declared Mr. Campbell emphatically, 
“takes that view. Wile know that phys- 


teal death did not enter the world be- 
cause of sin. dt was here before man, 
and we know that the world never nas 
been an ideally lappy place, the abode 
of an immaculate humanity. It is to- 
day just as happy as it ever has been, 
perhaps happier.” 

The New ‘Testament Christians ve- 
lieved that the souls of the dkiad were 
waiting in an undenworld, a hades 
(which was not necessarily a place ol 
torment), until allowed to return, Mr. 
Campbell contrasted this with the mod- 
ern idea. that those who have gone be- 
fore have gone to heaven, and are going 
to stay there From this the preacher 


passed to the passage in the First Epis- 
the to the Thessalonians iv, 16: ‘‘l or 
the Lord Himself shall descend from 
heaven with a shout, with the voice of 
the archangel, and with the trump oft 
God, and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first.” 

“Does any ordinary, sensible man today 
believe,”” he asked, “that the Lord will 


descend from heaven ? rom what 
heaven? From what point of the com- 
pass? Or does any sensible man believe 
that ‘we which are alive and remain 
Shall bie caught up together with them 
in the clouds to meet the Lord in the 
air, and so shall we ever be with the 
Lori?” That is what Paul says in the 
next verse. I believe the dignitaries of 
‘the Anglican church, to say nothing of 
the Nonconformists, would ibe rather per- 
turbed at such an occurrence. 

“But Paul was so convinced that the 
grand catastrophe was near at hand that 
he actually advised people not to marry. 
Imagine any preacher standing up and 
Siving that advice to a Christian con- 
gregation today! 

“Our whole outlook has changed. ana 
we may as well recognize it at once. we 
do not take the wiew that these New 
Testament Christians did about death. 
Seeing that it is impossible for us to 
think the same thing nowadays, where 
is the good of taking a text from these 
words and asking our hearers to put tne 
Same meaning on it that Paul did If 
we cannot believe in mcsurrection as 
Paul did, where is the good of trying to 
‘treat dis words as infallible? I am con- 
vinced that the time hes come when. 


in common honesty, we preachers must 
stop pretending that we believe as Pau] 
did in this matter. We do not, and we 
may as well say so at once.”’

WHAT THE MAYOR SAYS. 


Recommendations of Mayor Joyner 
on the Subject of Street Paving. 


Mayor W. R. Joyner, in his inaugural 
address last January, included some 
pertinent remarks on the subject of 
street paving. His words were inspired 
Uy his observations while “driving over 
the streets practically every day for 
twenty years.” He gave two practical 
object lessons to show the necessity for 
constant vigilance and systematic work 
in keeping the streets In repair. Mayor 
Joyner also has his views as to what 
plan would be the best to adopt for the 
future, and outlined them to council in 
this initial message. 

Last May he sent a special message to 
the body; calling attention to the inter- 
minable conflict which the. present law 
caused between city officials, and. urged 
that the tangle “be straightened out. 
That message has never been acted on 


in council. a 
Both these communications .are pre- 


sented below: | 
Mayor’ inaugural Message Discusses 
Streets. : 

“Well paved and well kept streets are 
as much an asset of the city and are as 
valuable as are public byildings, parks, 
viaducts “and *other~tmprovements. At- 
lanta’s streets are not as well paved as 
they should be, and the repairing of 
them has been. sadly neglected. I do 
not get this information secgnd-handed. 
I have been driving over the streets 
practically every day for twenty years, 
and I know what I am, talking about. 
If need be I can'‘cite you to many in- 
stances of this lack of repairs. On 
Juniper street, near the corner of Tenth 
street, I noticed about six or eight 
months ago, a tiny furrow, hardly more 
than a quarter of an inch deep, running 
down the street. It had been caused 
by rain water that had been diverted 
from its course by the guttering, which 
had bulged out of place. I directed the 
attention of the gentleman who was 
riding with me to the furrow, and we 
stopped and looked at it. Almost a 
shoveful of chert and a few minutes 
work with a crowbar in putting the 
guttering back into place would have 
saved that portion of the street. I 
watched that place every day or two 
it was from two to four feet 
wide, three or four inches deep and 
about 100 yards long. Then citizens 
complained and crushed stone was put 
intto it. 

“J saw the recent hole on Forsyth 
street bridge when only one brick was 
gone and when a repairer with one brick 
and a little cement could have saved 
the street. That hole grew every day 
unti] it became a menace. It is now 
repaired. These are other cases, but 
these two are enough to impress upon 
you what I mean. 

“Contractors for street paving should 
be forced to meet their contract ob- 
ligations for repair work when it be- 
comes needed. No contract should be 
signed that does not give the city the 
right to repair and collect if contrac- 
tors fail in their obligations. Under no 
conditions should the streets be per- 
mitted to be ruined by wear and tear 
that can easily be cared for by slight 
attention when it is required. 

“A thorough system of street repalr- 
ing should be inaugurated. With the 
cooperation of the street committee Il 
propose to put at work three squads of 
street repairers on each side of the rail- 
road, equip them with wagons, tools, 
blocks, bricks, chert and other paving 
materials, and keep them at work con- 
tinually, searching the streets for cases 
like the two I have mentioned and 
constantly repairing, ever remembering 
the old adage, ‘A stitch in time saves 
nine.’ 

Mayor’s Message on Street Paving. 

Mayor Joyner’s May message was as 
follows: 

‘The conditions governing the paving 
and repairing of the streets of Atlanta 
have grown so tangled during the past 
week or two that I deem it my duty to 
direct the attention of your honorable 
body to the matter in order that you 
may apply such remedy as you think 
proper. 

“The fault: is largely with the laws 
which govern the paving, repaving and 
repairing of streets. They seem to me 
to be so conflicting as to require the 
services of the proverbial Philadelphia 
lawyer to get a clear statement of 
them. Street work should be done 
under. one official, either the city en- 
gineer of the commissioner of public 
works. The responsibility for the condi- 
tion of our streets could then be defi- 
nitely placed. Under the present sys- 
tem, both the responsibility and the 
work is divided between the city en- 
gineer and the commissioner of public 
works: For instance, paving is laid 
under the direction of the city engineer 
when done by contract, but when laid 
by the city the work is done by the 
commissioner of public works. As a, 
result, the city engineer is responsible 
for the first paving of streets upon

“Repairs are made by the commisston- 
er of public works, the laying of side- 
walks and curbing is part of the duties 
of the ojty engineer, but when repairs 
are necessary the commissioner of pub- 
lic works becomes responsible. .

“There are more laws which bear 
upon this subject and which seem to me 
to bring the two officials in conflict 
with each other, but I have mentioned 
enough to illustrate. It {s but natural 
that, under these conditions, there 
should be a conflict of opinion and is 
these conflicts the interests of the city 
and its citizens are likely to suffer. 

“It is also true that the office of the 
city engineer and that of the commis- 
sioner of public works are entirely 
ministerial in character. These officlale 
can do no work unless it be repairs, 
except such as is authorized by the gen- 
eral council, and their work must ba 
done under the supervision of the 
mayor and the general council. UWnder 
these circumstances it seems to me that 
there are many reasons why both the 
City engineer and the commissioner of 
public works, as well as other minis- 
terial officials, should be elected by the 
mayor and general council. 

“So firmly convinced am I of the ne- 
cessity of having one of the committees 
of your honorable body straighten out 
and harmonize the laws governing the 
duties of these two officials that I am 


sending this message to you with the 
recon pmendation that it be referred to 
the committee for consideration and 
report.’’

ATLANTA’S STREET PAVING PROBLEM. 

To realize an evil is the first step toward correcting it. 

The citizens of Atlanta are beginning to realize that the sys-| 
tem of street paving and repairing which now prevails in this city 
is antiquated and unSatisfactory. It must be brought up to date. 

The officials who are charged with this work are doing the 
best they can under the handicaps and divided: authority fixed by 
the law. There is no disposition anywhére to criticize the com- 
missioner of public works or the city engineer. The difficulties 
which face them and the street committee are too apparent. It ts 
understood that there is something fundamentally wrong with the 
system in force. An important work of civic improvement is being 
conducted under a plan that would suit a village of a few thousand 
people, but is totally inadequate in a city of 125,000 population. , 

The system must be corrected. 

The streets of Atlanta are not in as good condition as they 
Holes and gullies on busy thoroughfares remain for 
weeks and even months a menace to life and limb before repaired. 
Paving once laid in a satisfactory way is torn up and replaced re- 
peatedly. The effect of this plan is written in sunken gullies and 
unsightly ridges extending for blocks along some of the streets. 

Mayor W. R. Joyner, in his message to the council last Jan- 
uary, urged the inauguration of a thorough system of street repair- 
ing. He called attention to the obligation of contractors for street 
paving, in making repairs on streets. He also urged that repair 
squads be kept continually at work on both sides of the railroad 
making needed repairs. In a message to council on May 6, he 
again dwelt at length upon this subject and the present laws gov- 
erning such improvements. These communications, published 
elsewhere today, are an interesting contribution to this timely 


subject. 
Mr. Henry L. Collier, commissioner of public works, also gives 


the readers of The Constitution the benefit of his long and careful 
study of the problem. The suggestions he makes are valuable and 
should be thoughtfully weighed. 

The Constitution makes no effort to fix the responsibility for 
the present mortifying condition of the streets. It simply calls 


attention to existing conditions in the hope of remedying them. 
The unsatisfactory state of pavements of every character, asphalt, 
belgian block, chert and macadam, is a matter of common know!l- 
edge. The question is a ow long will this condition of affairs be 


permitted to continue? 

In a multitude of council there is wisdom! 

Let those who are directly concerned with responsibility for 
street improvement, as well as the public, give expression to their 
views in order that a solution, which is satisfactory to all parties 


concerned, may be devised. 

With this end in view, The Constitution presents today the 
views of Mayor W. R. Joyner and Commissioner H. L. Collier. 
They should be carefully considered by council and by the people. 

Well-paved streets are one of the most valuable assets of a city. 
Badly-paved streets are a constant menace to life and limb. Well- 
paved streets impress the visitor with local civic progressiveness 
just as do skyscrapers and busy stores. Ragged streets show care- 
lessness or indifference on part of officials or citizens. Well-paved 
streets are a direct aid to business by facilitating travel and the 
handling of traffic. Badly-paved streets increase the wear and tear 
on vehicles and stock, and are correspondingly costly. 

The city council should take cognizance of the present state of 
affairs and devise some plan that will prove a solution of the trouble. 

No more important, more vital nor more imperative civic im- 
provement faces Atlanta today. 

The time has come when the city must get away from the 
ways of a village and adopt the methods and systems of a me- 
tropolis.

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FEDERAL AID TO AGRICULTURAL EDUCATION. 

The address of Assistant Secretary Hays, of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, before the agricultural commissioners of the southern 
states at Columbia, S. C., recently, merits the thoughtful attention of citizens 
who realize the vital relation existing between agricultural education and the 
material welfare of every section of the nation. 

Briefly stated, Mr. Hays advocated the inauguration throughout the United 
States of a thoroughly organized system of intermediate or high school 
agricultural education, by districts arranged according to population, charac- 
ter of soil and other physical characteristics, the federal government furnish- 
ing the principal support for the system. 

Money collected in direct and indirect taxes from the people of the whole 
country, could be expended in no more remunerative fashion than in estab- 
lishing and maintaining a system of education tending to place one of the 
nation’s bedrock industries on a more scientific and profitable basis. It is 
true that the federal government already extends aid, in a measure, tothe 
agricultural institutions of the various states. There is no reason why its 
activities should not be materially enlarged. 

Georgia is fortunate in the spirit of public enterprise that has provided 
generously for the technical education of the farmers of the state. The estab- 
lishment of the agricultural college at Athens, and of the subsidiary schools 
in each congressional district, was simply a recognition of the fact that agri- 
culture plays a dominant role in producing the wealth of this state, and that |

The valuable but oft neglected mot- 
to, “Do It Now,” applies with special 
force at this season to Christmas shop- 
ping. 

The holidays are coming. A month 
from tomorrow is Christmas day. 
Only twenty-six business days remain. 
To most American families this in- 
terval represents the busiest and the 
happiest season of the year. The 
household larder is to be replenished 
with the delicacies of the holiday sea- 
son, Christmas presents are to be 
bought and Santa Claus is to be in- 
terviewed. Very weighty questions 
are to be decided, and even the 
most experienced shoppers will have 
their hands full, literally and figura- 
tively. 

To shop early means to enjoy the 
advantage of having a larger and 
fresher stock to select from; it 
means having more careful and con- 
siderate attention from clerks; it 
means freedom from the nervous 
hurry which characterizes the elev- 
enth hour shoppers. 

It is one thing to make a resolution 
to shop early; it is quite another thing 
to keep it. 

For. those who can afford to do 580, 
the larger part of the Christmas shop- 
ping should be done before the first 
of December. A methodical New 
York woman has devised the follow- 
ing rules, which are worthy of adop- 
tion: 

“Hirst—Do as much as possible of your 


shopping before December 1. 
“Second—Have it all done one week 
before Christmas. 
“Third—Shop early in the day. 
“Fourth—Carry home as Many parcels 


as possible. 
“Fifth—Do not ask to have parcels 


delivered on the day of purchase. 
“Sixth—Do not ask to have articles 


sent home on approval. 

“Seventh—Do not shop during lunch 
hours, thus shortening the hour for the 
clerks.”’

To Conserve National Resources. 

The president believes that to pro- 
tect the natural resources of the coun- 
try and to prevent their further reck- 
less waste is one of the most import- 
ant works which now faces the peo- 
ple. The object is to insure to future 
‘generations the prosperity we now 


lenjoy. The president points out that 


‘the abundant natural resources on 
which the welfare of the nation rests 
are becoming depleted and in not a 
few cases exbausted.”’ 

And it is for this purpose that he 
has called the conference of govern- 
ors and three representatives from 
each state in May. 

It is said that our forests will, at 
the present rate of destruction, be 
depleted in twenty years; the coal 
supply, at the present rate of mining, 
in forty years; and that gas, naval 
stores, phosphates and other minerals 
ere going equally fast. 

The delegates who wil] discuss ways 
and means to. protect these natural 
resources will probably form the most 
representative and promising body of 
men who could be gathered together 
for such a purpose. The three citi- 
zens from each state should be men 
with practical knowledge of the prob- 
lems to be discussed. Their testimony 
will be invaluable in reaching a help- 
ful solution. 

Just how large a share the tariff 
had in bringing about the waseful 
apd extravagant use of our natural 
resources by shutting out foreign raw 
material is a nice question which 
might be raised just here. Had the 
embargo on foreign goods been raised 
by tariff reductions, the supply of 
home material would have been pro- 
tected. EXxxtravagance has been ram- 
pant, both in the wasteful use of our 
natural resources, and, in the case of 
the forests, failure to provide for fu- 
ture growth. Coal lands and timber 
tracts owned by the government have 
been given away without thought of 
the future. 

The action of President Roosevelt 
i: calling together this body of offi- 
cials to consider how best to con- 
serve our wealth and insure our wel- 
fare is commendable. The plan de- 
serves the heartiest cooperation of the 
governors of the various states and of 
the people generally. We have proba- 
bly become so accustomed to extrava- 
gence and waste, of living for today 
without any regard for tomorrow, 
that we do not appreciate the gravity 
of the situation.

But the middle of last week Sultan

yet warm, but Sultan didn’t touch it. 
The “lamb,” standing beside him, as 
though watohing, was greeted with a 
growl. A lItve chicken was pushed 
through the bars. The frightened bird's 
fluttering only distressed the lamb, ‘Sul- 
tan apparently knew nothing of the 
tempting tidbit. He simply growled as 
the scared lamb bleated. Then a rab- 
bit was dropped almost under Sultan's 
nose. Even that prey did not arouse 
the big lton, over whose form the lamb 
was standing.

Their diag- 
nosis resulted in a decree of pneumonia.

But to administer that oxygen was up 
to the Bostock people Wednesday 
evening Sultan, though weak and al- 
most helpless, was roped. The oxygen 
was administered. Hair was shaved 
from the body and over the lungs large 
mustard plastera were placed and 
bandaged. Anti-pneumonic serum and 
nitro glycerine were injected, and then 
the ropes were removed. The monarch 
did not move when he found himself 
free. All that night Dr. Carnes and 
either Tudor or McField watched at 
the cage. The lamb remained beside 
the lion throughout the night, half 
the time down, half the time walking 
about the cage, occasionally giving out 
a quiet bleat. Early yesterday morning 
oxygen and nitro-glycerine were again 
administered. Sultan had not been on 
his feet during the night. He made no 
struggle when ropes were placed about 
his limbs. He seemed worn, tired and 
half dead. As Dr. Carnes and Messrs. 
McField and Tudor worked in the cage 
Sultan’s growls were not half so pro- 
nounced as were the bleats of the sheep. 
A half hour later Sultan was asleep. 
In the afternoon he awoke, attempted 
to get on his feet and quarrelled with 
the keeper, who shoved a prod through 
the bars. <A half-gallon of warm blood 
was pushed into his cage. He got upon 
his front feet and almost instantly the 
pan was dry. <A second portion was 
sent in, and along with it a pound of 
raw beef cut into pieces. But Sultan 
had hed enough, and with a grunt, in- 
dicating satisfaction, he dropped upon 
his side and was apparently asleep in 
a minute or 60. 

Messrs. Tudor and McFiteld as well as 
Drs. Carnes are hopeful of bringing Sul- 
tan through ail right, but each relizes 
that the battle is to be a hard, stub- 
born one.

IN THE NORMAL CLASSES 


What Is Required by Superintendent Slaton Which Has 
Caused the Teachers to Make a 


Complaint. 


There has been so much discussion 
recently about what Superintendent 
Slaton is requiring of the school teach- 
ers, that a statement of exactly what 
is required is of considerable interest. 

In the first place, the Saturday 
classes that Superintendent 
has instituted, it is said, cannot be 
called a normal school, strictly speak- 
ing, for when teacheers are given a 
normal training they are taught how 
to manage and «control children, and 
how to impart to them knowledge. It 
is a training in which old and experi- 
enced teachers give young teachers 
the benefit of what years of work has 
taught them about handling children. 
Superintendent Slaton’s classes, it 1s 
said. have been instituted for the pur-! 
pose of fprther educating the teachers 
by a regular course of studies. It has 
been claimed by members of the board 
of education that some of the teachers 
ve not sufficient education to write 
» note with correct spelling and good 
grammar. This has caused consider- 
able comment, as it has always been 
understood that the teachers were 
subjected to a very rigid examination 
before they were elected, and many 
of them held high school diplomas.

Superintendent Slaton believes he is 
on the right line, and he is, so far as 
can be ascertained, backed up by the 
board of education. The teachers claim 
that they are being made to do work

It was recognized by the 
university authorities that at least 
these four men had been imported for 
the purpose of playing football, and 
were “ringers,’ in every sense of the 
term. 

The Cox Case. 


One Charlie Cox,*who had three years 
previously been disqualified on account 
of professionalism, was permitted to 
play in the Georgia-Alabama game.

TECH IS EXONERATED 


ON FOOTBALL CHARGES 


Cases Against Players Were Without Foundation and 


Local Team Goes Free—Nothing Found Against 


Coach Heisman and Dr. Matheson. 


The cloud of charged crookedness was lifted 
from the brow of the Georgia Tech football 
team yesterday afternoon at 2 o’clock when 
the executive committee of the Southern In- 
tercollegiate Athletic Asscciation, after a day 
atid a half and night session that lasted into 
the wee sma’ hours, handed down the de- 
cision that the suspension was lifted from 


'the local ele@en. 


The players under suspension, Coach Heis- 
man and Dr. Matheson, were completely ex- 


onerated. 

To say that Tech rejpiced is speaking 
rather softly. From the time the team was 
suspended the Tech players, manages, coach 
and athletic director have declared that not 
one charge could be proved against them, 
but still it was rather a relief to be ele- 
vated into good standing again before the 
eyes of the football fraternity and the pub- 
lic at large. 

Heisman Was Cleared. 


The Atlanta institution was completely ex- 
charge brought against it 
and goes to the football field again without a 
single stain upon its fair name. There was 
more than one charge advanced and Coach 
Heisman’s name appeared in two. One was 
that he offered financial inducements t 
Jerry Davidson, of Dahlonega, to play foot- 
ball at Tech. Another was that he paid 
Sims, no wat Tech, §1@ to play in a football 
game, which the committee found he did do, 
but decided that the money was for the 
player's expenseg and nothing else. 

Then came affidavits to the effect that 
Fitzsimmons, Johnson and Davis were play- 
ing at T2ch for monétary considerations. The 
papers were supposed to have been signed 
by Cofer, who was at Tech for a short time 
and then went to Georgia. Cofer made an- 
other affidavit tnaat he did not sign such 
charges and that let the two men under 
question out. 

Saleaman Feature All Right. 


The clothing salesman feature was also 
considered and declared legal, although it is 
understood that the committee was of the 
opinion that this bordered very closely on 
something that it should not be. Davis, 
Sims and Johnson were included 
charg® 

Sims, the man named in this charge, was 
exonerated end that ended the case against 
Tech. The verdict of acquittal paturally 
followed. 

The Georgia evidence came after that of 
Tech’s in the early morning session and it 
was decided to withhold the decision until 
an executive session could be held in the 
forenoon, this being the cause of the delay 
in the verdict. 

Several members of the committee stated 
that there was absolutely no hitch in reach- 
ing the verdict in the case against Tech, as 
every charge was without foundation.

plays, Yale scored a touchdown in each 
half on almost continuous plunges 
through the line. Either content with 
a safe lead, or wearied by her efforts in 
defeating Princeton a week ago, Yale 
today made no effort, apparently, to 
run up a high score, yet, when itn the 
very last minute of the game, the Crim- 
son players, by a fortunate on-side kick, 


carried the ball to within striking dis- 
tance of the Yale goal, the sturdy line 
of Blue became adamant, and Harvard 
was prevented from scoring. It is 
years since such a magnificent defense 
has been seen on Soldier’s field. 

Nearly 40,000 spectators sat in the In- 
dian summer sunshine and saw the Har- 
vard eleven struggle in vain against 
the superior prowess of the Yale team.

Yale Gets Busy. 

It was not until the first half” was 
drawing to a close that the Yale of- 
fensive machinery began to work 
smoothly and to carry the ball steadily 
down the field. From Yale’s 46-yard 
line, three rushes, an on-side kick, and 
a cleverly executed forward pass placed 
the ball on Harvard's 9-yard line. The 
Crimson players braced themselves for 
the onslaught, but could not withstand 
Yale’s plunges, and three rushes car- 
ried the ball over. : 

Captain Bigelow added another point 
by kicking the goal. 

The second score came about !§ min- 
utes after the second half began, and 
again Yale started in her own territory 
and carried the ball 75 yards without 
a loss to the Harvard goal line. More 
scrimmages were required for this score 
than the previous one, and a forward 
pass made nearly 20 yards of the dis- 
tance. From this time Yale, played en- 
tirely on the defensive, and substitutes 
were sent in every few minutes. 

With about three minutes to play, 
Harvard got the ball in the center of 
the field, and then rushing it 20 yards, 
carried off a brilliant on-side kick, 
which placed it on Yale’s 6-yard line. 
A Crimson score seemed inevitable, The 
first rush went 3 yards, the second a 
yard, the third a trifle more than a 
foot.

Opportunities for Harvard. 

Harvard had three other opportunities 
to score, and Captain Parker made 
three attempts at field goal, within 


comparatively easy distance of Yale’s 


posts. The first of these efforts re- 
sulted in the ball shooting up into the 
air and landing only 20 yards away, not 
reaching the goal posts at all, while 
the other two kicks were blocked. 

Coy, in the first half, showed some 
of the greatest kicking that has been 
seen on Soldiers’ field for many a day. 

The trick plays were not frequent, 
and it was not until the second was 
well along that one was displayed that 
was up to the standpoint of those of a 
week ago. With the ball in nearly the 
middle of the field, Coy dropped back, 
apparently for a kick. Instead of boot- 
ing the ball, however, he seemed to 
hesitate and then ran back. As the 
Harvard forwards came running for 
him, he sent the ball over their heads 
to Tad Jones, 15 yards ahead of him. 
The latter player, without the slightest 
hesitation, hurled it 20 yards into the 
arms of a horde of Yale players and a 
touchdown seemed inevitable.

Harvard made comparatively few at- 
tempts at forward passes, and a great 
majority of the throws landed in the 
arms of the Yale men. The on-side 
kicks were a trifle more successful, and 
notably the one which landed the ball 
on Yale’s 6-yard line. Darkness was 
closing in when the final Harvard rally 
began and the on-side kick brought 
her almost to Yale’s goal line.

It did not seem possible that Yale 
could prevent a.Crimson score.

The Army and Navy are to meet in their an- 
nual football game at Franklin field, Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, this coming Saturday 
afternoon, at 2 o'clock, and again this great 
contest is attracting more attention than any 
other athletic event in the country because 
of is uniqueness. There are probably several 
university elevens that could defeat either of 
the contestants, but there are none which 
represent such a large constituency; none 
that draw the very flower of American peo- 
ple from all parts of the country; none that 
have called forth presidents and cabinet 
members to witness them, and none that 
have produced such wonderful rivalry and 
stirring football, There is small wonder for 
all this. 

In 1899 
proached President McKinley 
resumption of these. games between the two 
academies, who had been apart for some 
years, and courteously offered their athletic 
field, a neutral and convenient. location for 
each school, as the place for the meeting.

The following 
year the game went to Princeton, . centrally 
located, it is true, but never was a. football 
crowd, a crowd of government officials, so 
discomforted as there. The pretty I{ttle Jer- 
sey town could not accommodate the 30,000 
guests who poured into the burg on the day 
of the game, and the railroads could not get 
the crowd away. It was a harrowing experi- 
ence,. and society stamped its foot with dis- 
approval and officials vowed never again. 
Then the Army and Navy officials brought {it 
back to Pennsylvania, and those who had 
been through the harrowing experience the 
previous year, dined and wined in ease and 
luxury in Philadeiphia hotela before and 
after, and there was no bother going to the 
game or coming from it, and everything was 
so mt§th better. Franklin field and the big 
Pennsylvania gymnasium upon it offered such 
comfortable quarters for the Army and Navy 
officials to gather for .Jluncheon before the 
game that, all in all, the return proved most 
luxurious and pleasant. 

It has beén the custom not to. charge ad- 
mission to the game, the pasteboards going 
to those most fitted and worthy at the three 
institutions, ta obtain them. At Annapolis 
they went to the faculty and students and 
to the officers in the service who helped sup- 
port the athletics of the school, and so it 
had. been at West Point. It was the same 
at Pennsylvania, and it proved satisfactory 
at all three places... Then the Pennsylvania 
authorities,. the Pennsylvania committee on 
the Army and Navy game, as it chooses to 
call itself, formulated a wise plan several 
years back. They knew from experience that 
the demand for tickets was greater than the 
supply could possibly be, théy also knew 
that both the Army and Navy would refuse 
to sell their tickets, ag they gave admission 
to all their athletic contests, preferring to 
support their athletics by subscription from 
students and officers in the service. Why 
not gell the Pennsylvania allotment, some 
sevgi thousand tickets, and use the proceeds 
for some charitable work? The idea was 
soon consummated and resulted in Pennsy!l- 
vania selling her seats at §8.50 each to the 
same class she had been giving them to— 
her alumni and undergraduates. The proceeds 
from this sale were wisely and prudently 
given to the Homes for Widows and Orphans 
of Soldiers and Sailors. The result has been 
of ‘the utmost benefit to those noble chafities, 
And so it has been and will be with the de- 
tails of this great football game. 

Unique Spirit Exists. 

There is a certain spirit about this game 
which is lacking in all other athietic contests 
of a collegiate character. Everyone is par- 
tial who views it, and the rivairy is of the 
keenest. . Old. men, gray in the service of the 
army or the navy, come to it keyed to the 
highest poinf, ahd it ‘ts unique throughout. 
Then, too, it is one of the few times, in 
fact, the only time when the students of the 
two schools represented can leave their acad- 
emies for a day for pleasure entirely, and 
they are happy and thankful for its coming. 
They plan the trip for months, and when 
the day comes, they rush to Philadeiphia on 
their specials and hurry to Franklin field 
with al] the energy and enthusiasm of school 
boys out on some new frolic: Both sides 
come in fatigue uniform, the army in grey 
and the navy in blue. Natty, clean-cut, 
clear-skinned youngsters, all of them, trim 
and erect and of elastic step. You can spot 
them for blocks, hurrying back and forth 
on the crowded holliday streets of Philadel- 
phia, mostly around the Bellevue-Stratford, 
the headquarters for the army, or the Walton, 
the flagship of the navy. Both hotels are 
bedecked with the rival colors, both are 
resplendant with persons of note in our pres- 
ent history, with well-groomed society women 
and flushed and excited young girls, partisan 
and sometimes true, and forever you meet 
the cadet or the midshipman, spick and 
span, rushing here and there, keyed to an 
all-pervading excitement. 

Then you go out on the trolleys to the 
game, and at Franklin field you are greeted

NEWSPAPER MEN 
LISTEN TO BRYAN 


Nebraskan Says Correspond- 
ents Wield More Influence 
Than Editors. 


Washington, D. C., November 23.— 
William Jennings Bryan spoke tonight 
at the Garrick Chub before a crowd con- 
sisting mostly of newspaper correspond- 
ents. He discussed the ethics of busi- 
ness, politics and journalism, in each 
of which, he said, a movement for an 
awakening of conscience was occurring. 
He believed there was a movement 
afoot for purity of purpose along all 
lines; that a change was coming, 
which looked to lessening of party lines 
and elimination of corruption of pol- 
itics. He portrayed the value of the 
press, and said he knew of instances 
where dispatches had been sent to 
newspapers, and editors had changed 
them to give them an entirely different 
meaning, and where men had been sent 
out to yeport things along certain lines‘ 

Referring to papers which he mention- 
ed as being for exploitation of the pol- 
itics of their proprietors, he thought 
the correspondents who sent them the 
news wielded greater influence’ than 
the editors of those same papers did, 
because the news columns told the 
news, while the editorial columns re- 
flected the committed policies of the 
papers. 

He said that newspaper correspond- 
ents should not permit their dispatches 
to be changed at the ‘home offices of 
their papers for partisan purposes; 
urged correspondents to a greater exer- 
cise of freedom in this respect and con- 
tended that with this awakening of 
conscience men who “have embezzled 
power” should be lashed out of their 
positions.

There 
is more mamey in the country than there was 
six months ago, for we have juet imported 
more than ten carloads of gold. Unfortunate- 
ly, however, this want of confidence, the ex 
istence of which we all recognize, however 
much we may differ as to its cause, has led 
the people to withdraw from circulation the 
probable equivalent of two hundred carloads 
of gold. These withdrawals cannot be forced 
back into circulation by legislation or de- 
cree of court. They will he returned when 
confidence is restored, and not until then. 
The people who have withdrawn money own 
it, and in.its future use they will be selfish 
to the limit of selfishness. 

The American people have. been opposed to 
any new currency feature, and therefore we 
have a turrency g00d and strong, but non- 
elastic. 

Much has been said and whole ligraries 
havé been written in favor of a large central 
bank. Those who advocate this plan are, in 
my opinion, far better statesmen than politi- 
Clans.

Was One af Atlanta's Leading 
Capitalists 


WAS FOUND DEAD IN HIS BED 


Death of Mr. Inman Removes from 
Atianta’s Financial Circle One 
of its Most Active Figures. 
Leaves Large Family 
Connection. 


Walker P. Inman, one of Atlanta’s 
best known and oldest citizens, 
Death came at his home, 
Peachtree street, in the eightieth year 
of his age. 

Mr. Inman’s death was totally un- 
expected. Although of many years, 
Mr. Inman had been in good health. On 
Friday he was at his office, and at 4 
in the afternoon called at The 
Atlanta Journal, of which company he 
president. He then went home. 

called at 6:45 o’clock Saturday 
morning, his usual hour for awaken- 
ing, there was no response. Investi- 
gation developed the fact of his death. 

Mr: Inman was one of the pioneer 
citizens of Atlanta, and he is survived 
by an extensive family connection.

As I have said, my information 
is that there are now something like

freight, the settlement of claims, ani 
woylg improve the character of pas- 
senger service. The rules, the recom- 
mendation of which to the commission 
I contemplated, simply amount to an 
extension of certain recognized prin- 
‘ciples upon which transportation 
charges are made and to connéct with 
this extended principle a feature of 
speedy adjustment. If this ig whet ,you 
refer to when you say that I am dis- 
posed to render the powers of the com- 
mission ‘more appalling by enveloping 
its acts in portentous mystery,’ you 
have a splendid opportunity to remove 
both the mystery and its portentousness 
by a single stroke. If you are not ye 
informed, and from the standpoint of 
ignorance of this remedy characterize 
my conduct as enveloping ‘its acts in 
portentous mystery,’ you are at liberty 
to call on Major Hanson, W. W. Fin- 
ley, T. M. Bmerson, W. A. Garrett, or 
any other railroad president, ang they 
can enlighten you.

Colored Undertaker in Augusta Sold 
Coffins to City for Fictitious — 


Persons and Pocketed Money. 


Augusta, Ga., November 23.—(Speci&al.) 
Edwin K. Sinkfield, a hitherto respected 
negro undertaker, is a fugitive from 
justice under the charge of Systemat- 
ically swindling the board of charities 
of Augusta and Richmond county out 
of a sum of several hundred dollars, 
conducting his operations over a period 
of several months, and possibly longer. 

The matter was secretly brought to 
the attention of the present grand jury, 
and a true bill rendered, but Sinkfielda 
had gotten wind of the affair and taken 
flight. He has not been seen since, 

For a long time past the Undertaker 
has been furnishing by confract pauper 
coffins to the board of charities. ‘The 
method of handling these pauper buriai 
cases was somewhat as follows: When 
a pauper died Sinkfield would procure 
from the attending physician a certfi- 
eate of death, setting forth the nature 
of the disease and also declaring that 
the deceased was qualified by poverty 
and absence of friends and relatives 
for pauper burial. Then he presented 
these certificates to the board of charity 
and collected for each the price of a 
coffin. 

It seems that for many months Past 
Sinkfield has been filling out fictitious 
certificates, signing the names of imag- 
inary physcians, and salting down the 
money for imaginary coffins. He did 
not even go to the trouble of holding 
fake burials, but simply collected the 
money and tore up the records. 

However, a few weeks ago the bogrd

Murdoch Hugh McRae, the 
Father of Dr. Floyd 
McRae, Is Dead. 


Murdoch Hugh McRae, father of Dr. 
Floyd McRae, the prominent physician 
of Atlanta, died at the residence of his 
daughter, Mrs. J. H. Griffin, of College 
Park, yesterday. 

Mr. McRae was born in Mchae, Tel- 
fair county, in 1824, at which place he 
lived until the outbreak of the civil 
war, at the beginning of which he en- 
listed with the Georgia troops, serving 
throughout the struggle. During the 
war he was twice wounded. 

After the war he returned to McRae, 
where he remained for several years. 


Mr. McRae, who was a prominent 
Methodist, was remarked for the purity 


of his life and for the strength of the 
influence he weilded.

The members of the Era Club of New 
Orleans, which includes many of the 
leading women of that city, lately ad- 
dressed to each of the candidates for 
governor of Louisiana a ‘letter asking 
how he stood on tthe question of woman's 
ballot. One of them answered with 
some of the usual flowery compliments, 
which drew from the Era Club the fol- 
lowing reply: 

“It is unfortunate that so many men 
and women persist in trying to make 
twentieth century conditions fit into 
eighteenth century condiions. 

“You state that ‘in Louisiana wom- 
an’s word is law.’ If ‘in Louisiana 
wom @i's word is law,’ then her lack of 
pride and sense of justice is pitiful 
indeed when she allows herself to re- 
main classed with the idiot, the in- 
sane, the criminal and the minor. 

‘If ‘in Louisiana Womans Word 18 
law,’ why has she no legal control over 
the child she has borne? 

“Tf ‘in Louisiana woman’s word 18 
law,’ why is the cross-mark of an illit- 
erate male, white or black, accepted in 
law as a valid witness to an authentic 
act, while the signature of an educated, 
tax-paying woman is rejected? 

“Tf ‘in Louisiana Wwoman’s word 18 
law,’ why does she allow the husband to 
sell the community property without 
the wife’s consent or knowledge, While 
the wife cannot dispose of her own 
separate property, brought into. the 
marriage estate through inheritance Or 
otherwise, without the husband's au- 
thorization? 

‘If ‘in Louisiana woman's Word is 
law,’ would the wage she earns belong 
to the husband? 

‘Youn confess that you ‘cannot escape 
the thraldom of that beautiful tradition 
which enthrones woman as the queen of 
the home and the ruler over hearts.’ 
The woman of today is quite willing to 
accept this beautiful tradition, but feels 
that if queen of the home, she should be 
invested with power to. protect her 
home and loved ones from the influences 
which so often blast and bring sorrow 
into her domain. When her babe lies 
murdered through a polluted milk or 
water supply, over which she has no 
control because it is relegated to the 
sphere of politics, wherein she hag no 
voice, it ‘ig the mother heart, not the 
queen h@art, which breaks. 

“Every department of the home is to- 
day under the control of the govern- 
ment, and thereby in politics, and the 
woman who takes no interest { nthose 
issues which affect her home and her 
children, has not yet realfzed the value 
of the ballot as a factor in regulating 
these conditions which affect the home.’’ 

The argument for women’s franchise 
has seldom been more pointedly put.

The Food Value of Nuts. 


In her new cook book recently pube 
lished Mrs. Effie M. Fain has the fdle 
lowing to say about the “Food Value 
of Nuts:’’ 

The nutritive value of nuts is generally 
very high, as they are rich in fat and protein 
resembling meat in that respect and when 
suitably prepared may be used as a sub- 
stitute for meat to a great extent. No other 
vegetable substance is so rich in fats. Of all 
the nuts in common use the chestnut is prob- 
ably the greatest of general value as an 
article of diet, as it contains a large propor- 
tion of carbohydrates with the proteids and 
fats. Its great value is well known by the 
poorer peasantry of centra] France, by whom 
it is used as a regular food during the fall 
and wipter months, they often making two 
meals a day from chestnuts alone. The nuts ’ 
are prepared, aftre taking off the shells, by 
blanching and steaming them. They are 
eaten with salt and milk. Sometimes they 
are ground into me&! and made into little 
flat. cakes. There are several popular ways 
of cooking chestnuts in this country, the 
most familiar being the ‘‘hot roasted chest- 
nuts’’ of the street vendor. Boiled with their 
shells on in salted water they are very 
palatable, but should be cooked until thor- 
oughly done and mealy. A Christmas turkey 
stuffed with chestnuts and well roasted needs 
no praise. Stewed chestnuts are prepared by 
removing the shells and brown skin, then 
boiling them in water until quite tender, 
when they should be drained and served hot 
with cream sauce. 

The almond is another valuable nut, no- 
ticeably from the large amount of nitrogen- 
Oug matter which it contains. It is much 
used in the manufacture of diabetic breads, 
as it possesses but little sugar or starch. 
Dried filberts and walmnuts are particularly 
rich in proteid and fat. Unfortunately nuts 
are not very easily digested in the stomach 
owing to their excess of fat and also to the 
large proportion of celluloid or cell mem- 
brane, which forms the framework of the 
nut. Thorough mastication overcomes the 
difficulty to some extent, but it is more effi- 
ciently done by grinding agd cooking.

reasons that determined the plans were 
Washington city was plotted 
at about the time of the French revo- 
lution, and its architect was L’Enfant, 
a Frenen engineer. He planned the city 
so that it could be easily defended in 
case of a rebellion and at the same 
time ve beautiful. For that reason the 
©'reets were made to cut one another 
at right angles with avenues running 
diagonally through them, forming 
squares and circles, Where one cannon 
could command many — streets. 
Kitchener ‘had the same idea as to 
Khartum. He directed his architects 
to make the streets wide, with several 
large squares, and to have the whole} 
arranged that gatling guns placed 
at the chief crossings could command 
the whole city. The result was the 
Nhartum as you now see it. 

‘The town is laid out in three great 
sections, and a!l building plans must 
first be submitted to the government 
architects before permits of construc- 
tion can be issued. The section along 
the Nile is devoted to the government 
buildings and the residences of the 
fficials and to others who can afford 
good houses. Back of. that there are 
streets where houses of a smalle,. class 
be built, and farther back’ till 
nd more to the south is a third sec- 
tion of houses for natives. The city is 
planned that it can grow along 
‘hese lines, and we believe that it 
will some day be one of the largest 
and most beautiful of the cities of in- 
terior Africa.”

For 
these wages the women unlead the sfone 
boats on the Nile, wading Into 
river and coming back wp the hanks 
with two or threé great rocks plied high 
on the head. They carry sand in hbas- 
kets, and spread it @ the sittones on 
the roadways, and they sit down on th¢ 
sides of the roads anj break stones for 
macsdamizing. They carry the mortar 
up the scaffolding to the masers, and 
quite an army of them is employed in 
bringing water in five-gallon coal 
cans up from,the Nile. Some of the 
streets are thus sprinkled, and many o¢ 
the gardens of Khartum are kept moist 
in this way. Here, at the Grand Hote!l, 
we have a half dozen women who carry 
water all day long to irrigate the gar- 
den. Some of the girls are tall. I had 
a photograph of myself standing beside 
one taken today, and she overtopped me 
some inches. She objected to my hav- 
ing her picture,’ @nd as she was a lusty 
young negress it was for a time unde- 
cided whether J should succeed.
